In ‘Flight From Ashiya’ 


The United States Air Rescue 
Service is depicted for the first time 
on the screen in “Flight From Ashi- 
ya,” opening at the 
Theatre, through United Artists re- 
lease. Starring Yul Brynner, Rich- 
ard Widmark and George Chakiris, 
the Panavision, Eastmancolor 
drama reveals how Americans in 
every part of the world are dedi- 
cated to saving life, even at the 
expense of losing theirs. 

The little known service was born 
out of death, destruction and hate 
during World War Il. Military or- 
ganizations dedicated to saving 
lives were developed out of military 
necessity, inspiring the humanitari- 
an concept of air-sea rescue opera- 
tions. This concept, as universal as 
man’s will to live, transcended the 
battle lines of war and survived in 
the post-war world to become the 
Air Rescue Service, with the motto, 
“That Others May Live.” 

In command was Colonel Richard 
T. Knight, aircraft commander of

Air Rescue Film 
To Open Locally

For the first time, the dramatic 
story of the United States Air 
Rescue Service has been brought 
to the screen. “Flight From Ashiya” 
opens ...... ateheb esas ies Theatre, 
through United Artists release. The 
exciting drama stars Yul Brynner, 
Richard Widmark, George Chaki- 
ris, Suzy Parker, Shirley Knight 
and Daniéle Gaubert and is shown 
in Panavision and Eastmancolor. 


Produced by Harold Hecht 
Films, Inc. and Daiei Motion Pic- 
ture Company Limited, it is the 
first large-scale co-production ever 
undertaken in Japan — and was 
filmed on location in Tachikawa, on 
the outskirts of Tokyo, where the 
former Ashiya air base is now 
located. Other locations were at 
Osaka and Kyoto, in Japan and at 
Cinecitta Studios in Rome. Michael 
Anderson directed the film, which 
tells the story of three Americans 
and their adventures both before 
and after becoming part of this un- 
usual service, which is dedicated to 
saving life. A record of their public 
bravery, it is also a moving ac- 
count of their private loves and 
losses. “Flight From Ashiya” is 
based on the novel by Elliott Ar- 
nold.

“Fulliver” which flew the epic 
flight and inspired the late Wendell 
Wilkie’s book “One World.” 

As far back at 1939, the German 
Luftwaffe conceived the rescue 
operation, and the British RAF 
then inaugurated a similar service. 
Based upon the experience of these 
two air forces, the U. S. formed its 
own Air Rescue Command. The 
stories of heroism and sacrifice by 
Air Rescuemen range from the 
Artic to Africa, from the Nicaragu- 
an Jungle to the Bavarian Alps. In 
war, during the Korean conflict, 
the 3rd Air Rescue Squadron re- 
ceived the Presidential Citation. In 
peace, the work of the Air Rescue 
Service has been honored by forty- 
three foreign governments. Today, 
Air Rescue Units are prepared to 
recover space-rockets, deliver vac- 
cine to remote epidemic areas, res- 
cue victims of flood, fire, avalanche 
or storm at sea...and it is such an 
episode—of heroism at sea—that 
“Flight From Ashiya” recounts. 


CHAKIRIS. LIKES 
STRAIGHT DRAMA 


Although he won an Academy 
Award for his singing and dancing 
role in “West Side Story,” George 
Chakiris now prefers being a dra- 
matic actor. In “Flight From Ashi- 
ya,” opening ate thelsic. i. 
Theatre, through United Artists re- 
lease, Chakiris plays a helicopter 
pilot—a straight dramatic part. 

“T like musicals and I like to 
dance,” he says, “but I hope I 
never get typed.” 

George Chakiris had wanted to 
be an actor and dancer ever since 
his high school days in Tucson, 
Arizona and Long Beach, Califor- 
nia. He was born in Norwood, Ohio, 
to Steven and Zoe Chakiris, both 
of whom are of Greek extraction. 
After he was graduated from high 
school, George held down a clerical 
job with the May Company while 
studying nights at the American 
School of Dance in Hollywood. His 
terpsichore ability landed him 
brief roles in a number of screen 
musicals, most outstanding of 
which was his participation in 
“White Christmas.” 

George was quoted in a recent 
interview as saying, “You can act 
all your life, but you can’t dance 
all your life. Dancing was a start 
and it also gave me a great be- 
ginning because it taught me the 
important ingredient of timing.”

Location At Japanese Base 


(Advance Production Story ) 


Honored by forty-three foreign governments, the United 
States Air Rescue Service nevertheless remains relatively un- 


_known. For the first time, the dramatic story of these American 


servicemen, dedicated to saving life, has been brought to the 
motion picture screen in “Flight From Ashiya,” opening...... 


at the Theatre, through 
United Artists release. Starring Yul 
Brynner, Richard Widmark, George 
Chakiris, Suzy Parker, Shirley 
Knight and Daniéle Gaubert, the 
Panavision and _ Eastmancolor 
drama marks another first as well: 
it is the first large-scale co-produc- 
tion ever undertaken in Japan. 
Harold Hecht Films, Inc. joined 
with Daiei Motion Picture Com- 
pany Limited, the most outstand- 
ing and oldest motion picture pro- 
duction company in Japan, to make 
the exciting story. 


Although Japanese budgets of 
$100,000 are considered high, over 
$7,000,000 was spent to bring in 
“Flight From Ashiya” which was 
filmed in Tachikawa, on the out- 
skirts of Tokyo, where the former 
Ashiya air base is now located. 
Other locations were at Osaka and 
Kyoto, in Japan . . . and in Rome. 
It was here at Cinecitta Studio, that 
director Michael Anderson created 
a full sized typhoon. Four huge 
drum-like rotating machines made 
gigantic waves and six wind ma- 
chines sprayed water from fire 


Build New City 
For ‘Flight’ Picture 


A North African city was built 
entirely on the back lot of famous 
Cinecitta studios, just outside 
Rome, for the Tunis sequence in 
“Flight From Ashiya,” opening 
BA at the......Theatre, through 
United Artists release. Co-starring 
Yul Brynner, Richard Widmark 
and George Chakiris, the Eastman- 
color, Panavision drama was filmed 
primarily on location in Japan— 
but for sequences requiring com- 
plicated sets and equipment, the 
elaborate facilities of Cinecitta were 
utilized. 


Eugene Lourie, art director of 
the “Flight From Ashiya” produc- 
tion, drew plans and_ supervised 
construction of the city where Yul 
Brynner and French star Daniéle 
Gaubert first meet and later fall in 
love. Daniéle’s Arabic home was 
built within the city for other se- 
quences of this $7,000,000 dramati- 
zation of the United States Air 
Force Rescue Command operation 
in the Far East. Camels, donkeys. 
men, women and children dressed 
as Arabs; coffee houses, hotels, 
butcher shops and vegetable ven- 
dors all were required to complete 
the episode for director Michael 
Anderson. 


hoses to simulate driving rain. They 
were fed from four 100 foot high 
troughs with circulating pumps. Al]- 
together over 700 tons of water 
were used to create the scene where 
the Brynner-Widmark-Chakiris res- 
cue team goes into action to save 
survivors of a freighter that sinks 
in stormy seas. A special camera 
plane flew into an actual typhoon 
to record footage which was edited 
into the film for authenticity. 

To overcome the language bar- 
rier on “Flight From Ashiya,” Gil- 
bert Kurland, executive production 
manager, provided every depart- 
ment head on the film with an 
interpreter—either Italian or Jap- 
anese—to assure that the produc- 
tion would move as smoothly as 
possible. For this and many other 
reasons, it did—resulting in an 
absorbing and highly entertaining 
drama of men whose daily way of 
life is danger.

After making numerous tests of 
Miss Taki, she was cast in the role 
and placed under a long term con- 
tract with Daiei, the most out- 
standing and oldest motion picture 
production company in Japan. 
“Flight From Ashiya” was co-pro- 
duced by Daiei and Harold Hecht 
Films, Inc. 

A native of Tokyo, Eiko Taki 
has played in several motion pic- 
ture and television productions in 
Japan.

Famed designer Christian Dior 
once described Suzy Parker as 
“The most beautiful woman in the 
world.” Magazines, periodicals, 
movie stars and artists have agreed 
that the autumn-haired, green-eyed 
young woman is truly beautiful and 
her fans have made her one of the 
most popular actresses in movies 
today, even though she limits her 
screen appearances. Now co-star- 
ring with Yul Brynner, Richard 
Widmark and George Chakiris in 
“Flight From Ashiya,” Miss Park- 
er’s beauty and talent may be ob- 
served......... at the 
Theatre, where the Panavision and 
Eastmancolor drama opens. 
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Suzy was born in New York City, 
moved to Texas while still a child, 
and returned to the fashion center 
at the bidding of her older sister, 
Dorian, who had become a famed 
New York model. Soon Suzy was 
one of the most sought-after photo- 
grapher’s subjects and went on to 
Paris. She was grossing better than 
$100,000 a year before she was 21 
and apparently had everything she 
wanted. But she secretly wanted to 
be an actress. 


In 1957 she was recommended to 
producer Jerry Wald by her friend 
Audrey Hepburn. He signed her for 
a role opposite Cary Grant in “Kiss 
Them for Me.” An automobile acci- 
dent almost cut her short career 
even shorter, but miraculously, Suzy 
won her fight with a locomotive 
and made another film, “Ten North 
Frederick,” with Gary Cooper. Fol- 
lowing that, she made “Circle of 
Deception” in England. “The In- 
terns” followed — although not 
closely (Suzy works only when she 
wants to) and now she has the 
most dramatic role of her career 
opposite Yul Brynner in “Flight 
From Ashiya.” 

An avid jazz fan and a fledgling 
gourmet, Suzy’s hobbies and tastes 
vary with the season. Right now, 
Paris, where she lived and worked 
for so long, is “out” and San Fran- 
cisco is “in” for her. Movie-making ? 
Fortunately for movie-goers, very 
much “in.” 


Daniele Upsets the 
World of Fashion 


The fashion capital of the world 
was somewhat taken aback when 
the announcement was made that 
French star Daniele Gaubert had 
purchased her entire winter and 
spring wardrobe in Rome and 
Tokyo!

“But then 
you'd have the added problem of 
restoring the bridge afterward, to 
say nothing of all the permits and 
other official requirements neces- 
sary. When we blew up our bridge 
on the back lot at Cinecitta, we just 
left it that way ... It had become 
a ‘prop’ for the next film company: 
a demolished bridge.”

When he was a child, Yul visited 
Tokyo and travelled on to Kyoto, 
the picturesque one-time capital of 
Japan, where he spent the spring 
and summers to escape the violent 
dust storms that swept his home 
in Peking, China. The aura of mys- 
tery, fascination, fierce virility and 
exotic appeal that surrounds Bryn- 
ner as a performer is not all theatri- 
cal illusion. He was born on Sak- 
halin Island in the Japanese Sea 
and his family subsequently settled 
in Peking. Yul was sent to Paris 
for his education and eventually 
joined a group of young musicians 
who earned their living singing and 
playing balalaikas. He became an 
acrobat with a circus and then re- 
turned to Paris where he joined 
the Pitoeff repertory company and 
finally came to the United States 
in 1941. He worked in New York 
as a French language announcer 
for the Voice of America. 

In 1945, Brynner hit Broadway 
in “Lute Song” with Mary Martin. 
“Dark Eyes” followed, but it was 
his portrayal of the Siamese poten- 
tate in “The. King and I” which 
rocketed him to international fame. 
It was also the first time he had 
been seen on stage with the shaved 
head that is now his trademark. In 
1953, Cecil B. DeMille signed him 
to play the Pharaoh in “The Ten 
Commandments,” a role which 
proved to be more dynamic than 
his rather inconspicuous movie 
debut four years earlier as a gang- 
ster—with hair—in “Port of New 
York.” Brynner also filmed the 
movie version of “The King and |” 
and immediately became one of the 
most popular stars in the world, 
winning the coveted Academy 
Award for the best performance by 
an actor. 

His many subsequent films in- 


clude “The Buccaneer,” “Anas- 
tasia,” “The Brothers Karamazov,” 
“The Journey,” “Solomon and 


Sheba,” “The Magnificent Seven,” 
“Taras Bulba” and “Kings of The 
Sun.”

Richard Widmark, starring in 
“Flight From Ashiya,” which opens 
Spates nish at the ........Theatre, 
through United Artists release, 
owes his identification with heavy 
roles to his electrifying debut as 
the psychopathic gangster in “Kiss 
of Death.” Critics hailed him at the 
time as a sensational “discovery” 
but his sudden rise to stardom was 
solidly backed by years of experi- 
ence in radio and on the New 
York stage.
